came indignant when site was telling 
her story to the court. 
Justice H am ­ 
burgher took the m atter under ad­ 
visement. 


What, in t in* name of dear friend­ 
ship and ordinary common sense, did 
Just ice Hamburger have to take under 
advisement? 
He should have 
dis­ 
charged the prisoners with kind words 
of consolation, then repremanded and 
discharged the policemen who made 
the arrest, from further official ser­ 
vice. 
Nice state of affairs when a good old 
couple can’t make a demonstrat ion of 
friendship in Chicago. 
They embraced and were arrested 
for ‘‘disturbing the peace.” 
Probably 
an unheard of demonstration in that 
city. 
Had the demonstration been in 
the lire of scratching each other’s eyes 
out, the police force would 
probably 
have been bo overcome with laughter 
that arrests would not 
have been 
possible.

Kev. Newton on Sentiment 


Rev. J. F. Newton of the People’s 
church spoke of what the flag means 
to us and of the sentiment which con­ 
trol is our lives. 
He said in part: 
In old mythology Minerva and Ceres 
presided over the laboring classes. 
These deities wore flaming red, and 
the beautiful color became their em­ 
blem. 
But it was an emblem of blood- 
making, not of blood-letting symboliz­ 
ing the victories of peace, not those of 
war. 
Color in ancient Rome separat­ 
ed plebean from patrician, 
The color 
of the aristocracy was blue. 
W hite 
was the war symbol, but red was the 
emblem 
of peace. 
A ll these hues 
blend in our 
flag—the sanctifying 
symbol of the unity, equality and div­ 
inity of man. 
I is said that this flag was born in 
1777. 
But that cannot be true. 
Yes, 
it was first stitched into form at that 
time, in a little back parlor, but for 
its origin we must look far into the 
dim past. 
It was woven in the loom 
of the ages by a hand stretched out 
from the unseen. 
They who on every 
red field died to be free; they who in 
the 
fiark 
cells 
suffered 
for 
the 
rights 
of 
man. 
They 
who 
in 
t.he night of tyranny lived and toiled 
for a better day 
all these added pre­ 
cious threads to this divine fabric. 
It 
floats in the blue sky held aloft by in­ 
numerable hands, of the living and 
the dead, at once an emblem and a 
prophecy. 
But this is a mere sentiment, we 
are told. 
True; hut sentiment rules 
the world. 
W ithout sentiment life 
would be as cold and uninviting as the 
ice-fields of 
the arctics. 
Music is 
thought ablaze with emotion. 
Poetry 
is truth viewed through a prism of pas­ 
sion. 
Not in the frigid realm of the 
intellect, 
nor 
in the chambers 
of 
conscience, does 
religion 
have her 
throne, hut in the palace of the heart. 
A mere sentiment: 
Why, sentiment 
weaves the holy ties of friendship; it 
builds the home and the fireside; it 
sanctities the living and keeps green 
the memory of the dead 
W ith o u t! 
sentiment life is a grinning mocking 
skeleton. 
Patriotism is one of th e, 
great sentiments of humanity— that is 
its distinction and beauty. 
Our (lag is sacred because it is the 
emblem of those time-glorified prin­ 
ciples wrought out amid the tears and 
prayers of our fathers. 
And it be­ 
comes more sacred as the years go by, I 
for our history is a growing record of 
the translation and application 
of 
those truths. 
This is our task and 
our duty, our enterprise and expecta- I 
tinn. 
Enshrined in our hearts, these 
principles must be incarnated in our 
society until all men. all women, and 
little children, too. of every creed, 1 
color, or condition, are happy and 
free. 
Long wave the Hag of our native 
land, a flag rendered for all ages holy j 
by the heroism of those who lifted it 
up and by the truths of which it is ‘ 
the emblem. 
May it never put before 
us the alternate of choosing between j 
patriotism and obligation to human- * 
ity. 
May no evil lurk within its 
bright folds, and no slave—black or 
white, 
political or industrial—stand 
under its eternal stars. 
May it never 
again float over a field of war. but ever 
and forever over scenes of peace and 
progress. 
Let it be our ideal to make 
it the symbol of a society unmarred by 
Injustice and unstained hy impurity. 
Following these exercises the ladies 
served ice cream and cake to tlie little 
company of about forty and in separ­ 
ating each felt that the evening had 
warmed their patriotism and increased 
their love for the principles of which 
our flag is ernbleruat ic.
